The information presently available against the subject in in- 
stant natter, although undoubtedly indicative of revolutionary tand sa- 
les, is about tha same as that developed in the case entitled, "BERTOID 
HT, was, ALIEN EKEMT CONTROL - G». . BRECHT and the subject have been 
llaborators for years. A short time ago, with tha Bureau's approval, 
the BRECHT case was presented to the United States Attorney in Los Ange- 
les, who referred it to the Department for an opinion* The Department, ai 
that tine, declined authorisation of a Presidential warrant for BRECHT 'a 
arrest as a dangerous alien enemy, and there therefore appears to be no 
reason for referring a similar eat of facts pertaining to EISLER to the

Austrian passport prior to the date of its expiration, at which time he 
obtained a stateless Czechoslovakian passport rather than one Issued by 
German authorities. As an Austrian, EXSLER was not subject to registra- 
tion as an alien enengr. 

A review of the file in this case discloses that all leads set 
out for other field divisions have been covered. Outstanding leads for 
the Los Angeles Field Division will be covered and reported in connection 
with the OTTO KATZ investigation, of which Los Angeles is the Office of 
Origin. Since subject EISIER's activities are inextricable from matters 
reported in the latter case, simplicity and economy of effort will be 
served by continuing to report information regarding him in that file. 
This will not mean a lessening investigative effort applied to EISLER, 
but will avoid repetition In report writing* This case is therefore be- 
ing closed herewith.

He 
said that the Olympiad played an important role in connection with the 
strengthening of the united front of the musicians of inany countrie# of Europe. 
He claimed that the Olympiad also gained the sympathies of the Sooial 
Democrat!© musicians' unions ; He said that it helped to unite progressive 
musical intelligence with the worker musician. 2ISLJR said that an illustra-

S EI3LER -- tho world 1 s acknowlodgod master composer of workers 1 songs — 
garnered the finest of his molodios* It continues by stating that "Comint ern" 
is undoubtedly one of EI3LER f s most popular songs. This song, it is said, 
has been . sung throughout tho world for tho past eight years and still stirs 
tho crowds at out-doer demonstrations and political meetings. Other 3ISLER 
songs are also rccordod in this album of working class song records. Tho
